Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  chnic  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail, 
Chest  Physician,  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel. 
No.:  Bridgend  2345).  In  this  work  he  is  assisted  by  an 
assistant  Chest  Physician.  The  Chest  Physicians  are  also 
responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  cases  of  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 
Hospital. 

As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  the  incidence  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  continues  to  be  stationary,  except 
that  the  cases  are  now  occurring  in  a higher  age  group. 

The  chronic  cough  in  aged  persons  requires  to  be 
carefully  investigated  as  frequently  these  persons  are 
reservoirs  of  tuberculous  infection,  and  it  is  through  them 
that  the  disease  is  spread.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  — Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920, 
and  functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  water 
consumed  in  your  district.  The  two  main  supplies  are  a soft 
water  from  the  Uplands  source,  and  a hard  water  from  the 
Schwyll  source  at  Mehthyrmawr. 

The  Board’s  by-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and 
in  one  source  w^ith  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action, 
soda  ash  treatment  is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies 
only  a few  properties  in  the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new 
sources  of  supply. 

There  are  121  dwellings  without  a mains  water  supply; 
these  are  isolated  farms  or  dwellings  which  have  their  own 
arrangement  for  utilising  a near  by  water  source. 

All  dwellings  which  are  within  a distance  of  100  yards 
of  a water  main  have  a piped  water  supply. 

f 

2.  — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  part  of  your  district  is  adequately  sewered. 
Where  there  is  an  absence  of  sewers,  pail  closets  and  cess- 
pools are  in  use. 

Work  has  now  commenced  on  the  sewering  of  the 
village  of  Laleston. 

The  serious  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogmore-by-Sea 
continues  and  is  a constant  source  of  irritation  to  the 
vicinity  and  residents.  Comparatively  little  progress  has 
been  made  during  the  year  by  the  Penybont  Main  Sewerage 
Board  with  their  scheme  for  the  renewal  of  the  main 
sewer.  Delay  has  been  caused  by  the  necessity  for  a Public 
Inquiry  into  the  mOthod  of  allocating  the  costs  to  the 
precepting  Authorities,  one  of  the  authorities  maintaining 
that  allocating  the  cost  on  the  basis  of  rateable  values  was 
unfair.

Of  the  177  houses  built  by  the  Council  167  were  con- 
nected to  sewers  and  10  to  cesspools. 

Of  the  383  houses  built  by  private  enterprise,  337  were 
connected  to  sewers  and  46  to  cesspools. 


3. — Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  orgamsed  the  collection  of  House 
Refuse  throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 


4. — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

Four  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per 
annum  throughout  the  Penybont  District,  where  necessary 
and  where  further  cleansings  are  required,  a charge  is  made 
Which  varies  to  the  size  of  the  cesspool.  The  Council  have 
two  cesspool  cleansing  vehicles. 


5. — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale 
in  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Pyle,  Llangynwyd  Lower  and 
Laleston. 


6. — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

In  accordance  with  Article  20  (Section  25)  of  The 
Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959,  the  following  is 
the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  tabulated  statement:

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7. — Shops. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  serve 
notices  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act, 
relating  to  ventilation,  and  the  temperature  of  shops.  The 
number  of  shops  inspected  was  163. 


8. — Camping  Sites. 

Total  number  of  camping  sites  9 

Besides  the  above  the  Council  have  a camping  site  at 
Heronstone  Lane,  which  is  used  to  assist  the  inadequately 
housed  and  those  working  for  short  periods  within  the  area. 

During  the  year  the  Council  discussed  the  problems 
created  by  gypsies  wishing  to  rest  in  the  district.  Although 
the  establi^ing  of  a camp  reserved  for  gypsies  was  con- 
sidered, the  Council  felt  that  such  an  action  would  create 
added  difficulties  without  producing  any  advantages. 


9. — Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  an  acute  problem  in  your 
area.  Complaints  of  dust  nuisance  from  the  railway  sheds 
at  Tondu  were  received  and  voluntary  action  taken  to 
minimise  this  nuisance.  These  sheds  are  sited  in  a built  up 
area  so  complete  removal  of  this  nuisance  is  unlikely  to 
occur  until  steam  engines  have  been  replaced  by  diesel 
engines. 


10. — Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

(a)  The  number  of  Council  houses  found  to  be 
infested  was  2. 

(b)  The  number  of  other  houses  found  to  be 
infested  was  nil. 

As  in  previous  years  the  premises  of  all  the  applicants 
allocated  Council  houses  or  transferring  Council  houses 
were  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  clean- 
liness. Also  all  vacant  Council  houses  were  inspected  for 
clearance  certificates  after  being  repaired. 
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11. — Rodent  Control. 


A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  area.  Mr. 
Battrick  reports  that  ail  the  complaints  from  private  and 
business  premises  were  attended  to,  the  treatment  being 
carried  out  free  of  charge  in  private  premises,  but  the  cost 
of  treatment  in  business  premises,  on  farms  and  commercial 
premises  was  recovered. 

Block  control  treatments  were  also  carried  out  during 
the  year.  Two  of  these  were  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
British  Railways  personnel  at  Tondu,  and  on  the  Council 
owned  Estate  at  Bryntirion  where  re-development  is  taking 
place  with  consequent  demolition  of  bungalows,  and  w'here 
drainage  systems,  as  a result  were  exposed.

The  Demolition  Survey  Sub-Committee  kept  under 
review  the  properties  in  your  Area  scheduled  for  demol- 
ition, As  in  previous  years,  the  House  Letting  Committee 
allocated  one  house  out  of  every  seven  erected  to  persons 
occupying  premises  scheduled  for  demolition. 

Rent  Act,  1957. 

In  his  review  on  the  operation  of  the  Rent  Act  Mr. 
Battrick  states  that  there  has  been  a reduction  in  the 
number  of  applications  during  the  year,  seven  applications 
were  received  for  Certificates  of  Dis-repair,  and  the  appro- 
priate Notices  served  upon  the  landlords. 

In  three  cases.  Undertakings  were  received  and  in  the 
remaining  four  cases.  Certificates  were  granted  to  the 
tenants.

Allocation  of  Council  Houses. 

As  a result  of  the  satisfactory  building  programme  of 
the  Council,  the  housing  difficulties  within  the  area  have 
been  to  a large  degree  overcome.  Although  there  still 
remains  975  applicants  on  the  Housing  List  the  Housing 
Manager  informs  me  that  a large  proportion  of  these  are 
adequately  housed  or  tenants  of  houses. 

The  main  complaint  these  days  from  applicants  is  not 
overcrowing,  brt  lack  of  mode™  amenlfe  S? 
accommodiion  they  have.  The  Council  has  given  com 
sideratlon  to  this  aspect  and  are  prepared  to  give  special 
consideration  to  those  applicants  occupying  s?ch  S™ 
who  have  been  on  the  housing  list  for  20  years. 
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As  reported  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  it  is  much 
better  for  these  older  type  of  private  houses  to  be  occupied 
by  an  owner/ occupier  who  will  provide  these  amenities  with 
the  assistance  of  an  Improvement  Grant.  Landlords, 
unfortunately,  do  not  appear  to  be  desirous  of  availing 
themselves  of  these  Grants  for  the  benefit  of  their  tenants. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  implementing  your 
Slum  Clearance  programme,  and  83  applicants  were  housed 
from  properties  demolished  or  closed. 

During  the  year  15  applicants  were  housed  for  urgent 
medical  reasons  and  many  transfers  effected. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
House  Letting  Committee  and  the  Housing  Manager  for 
their  co-operation  in  connection  with  the  medical  cases  sub- 
mitted.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high.  In 
recent  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  control 
of  'the  risk  of  conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans  through 
milk.  It  is  now  rare  to  receive  a notification  of  Tuberculous 
Peritonitis  or  tuberculosis  of  bone.  This  is  due  to  the  wide 
distribution  of  pasteurised  milk  and  to  the  progress  made 
in  eradicating  the  disease  from  dairy  herds. 

The  following  licences  for  the  retailing  of  milk  in  your

Except  for  a mild  outbreak  of  Measles,  there  is  little 
to  report  in  the  field  of  infectious  diseases.  Although  no 
case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred,  a hasty  conclusion  should 
not  be  reached  that  this  is  the  result  of  the  vaccination 
scheme  against  the  disease  as  it  is  common  to  have  years 
when  the  disease  does  not  occur.  A longer  period  than 
one  year  is  required  before  one  can,  with  confidence,  state 
that  the  anticipated  control  has  been  achieved. 

During  the  year  every  effort  was  made  to  encourage 
the  public  to  avail  themselves  of  vaccination  against  polio- 
myelitis. It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  the  public  is 
reluctant  to  accept  the  advice  given  through  the  normal 
publicity  channels,  but  will  await  a tragedy  before  taking 
action.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  greatest  impetus  to  the 
campaign  came  following  the  death  of  a well-known  foot- 
baller from  this  disease.  The  publicity  given  to  his  death 
in  the  national  press,  on  the  radio  and  in  the  recorded 
message  of  the  Minister  of  Health  influenced  thousands  of 
waverers  in  the  15 — 26  year  old  age  group  to  seek  pro- 
tection. 

Although  the  problem  of  poliomyelitis  is  at  the  moment 
receiving  the  greatest  publicity,  the  public  must  not  forget 
that  protection  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus  and  tuberculosis  is  also  available  and  should 
be  accepted. 

Thirty-nine  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified. 
Staphylococcal  Toxin  was  responsible  for  the  symptoms  in 
38  cases,  and  Salmonella  Typhi-Murium  in  1 case. 

In  one  of  the  outbreaks,  36  cases  were  notified.  The 
symptoms  were  mild,  and  faecal  swabs  negative.  This 
outbreak  occurred  in  a Guest  House  during  the  sununer 
months.  Samples  of  the  tuberculin  tested  milk  supplied 
to  the  guests  were  sent  for  examination;  all  were  found 
to  contain  Staphylococcus  Aureus  (Coagulase  Positive).

An  examination  of  the  list  of  causes  of  death  in  your 
area  during  the  year  discloses  that  81  persons  died  from 
Coronary  Disease  or  Angina  and  67  from  Cancer.  In  the 
treatment  of  cancer  early  diagnosis  is  necessary.  Those 
that  are  in  a position  to  judge  maintain  that  it  is  abund- 
antly clear  that  cancer  education  can  save  a number  of 
lives,  especially  those  suffering  from  the  accessible  cancers 
and  that  it  will  diniinish  fear.  The  programmes  seen  on  the 
television  and  newspaper  articles  on  this  problem  are  there- 
fore welcome  and  shoiild  do  good  in  this  field. 

During  1959,  The  Mental  Health  Act  received  Royal 
Assent  and  comes  into  force  in  November,  1960.  This  Act 
emphasises  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  treat  the 
mentally  hi  early  and  at  home.  It  is  revolutionary  in  its 
outlook  and  the  success  of  this  new  approach  will  be  a 
challenge  to  all  mental  health  workers  and  the  general 
public. 

During  the  year  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
Mr.  Alun  Williams,  was  forced  to  resign  his  appointment  on 
account  of  ill-health.  He  had  served  this  authority  for 
thirty-four  years  and  it  was  With  deep  regret  that  the 
Department  learnt  of  his  death  in  the  early  months  of  1960. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  to  the  Council  my 
appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by  the  Members  in  mat- 
ters affecting  Public  Health  and  to  thank  Dr.  Kathleen 
Davies  and  Dr.  B.  T.  Jones  for  deputising  for  me  when 
required.  I should  particularly  like  to  thank  the  Health 
Department  Staff  for  their  willing  assistance  throughout  a 
difficult  year.
